The men with whom he had worked as a municipal 
and county councillor, his fellow businessmen and citi- 
zens crowded Trinity United church Monday afternoon 
to pay a last tribute to the man who, in the words of -■

for the good of this town and countryside. 

Deputy-Reeve J. I* Spillette, 
warden of York County, died on 
Thursday in Boston where he 

was attending a convention of 
municipal finance officers in his 
capacity as warden of York 
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County, Funeral service was 
held at 3 p.m. on Monday after- 
noon with interment in New- 
market cemetery. Rev. Cotton 
and Rev. M. J. Aiken conducted 
the services. 

Main St. businessmen closed 
their stores and offices for an 
hour in the afternoon as a mark 
of tribute. The flag at the 

Fairey Lake park flew at half 

mast. . .■ - 

Present for the services were 
representatives of all levels of 
government, .. past and present 
York County and jtfewmarket 
council members. His fellow 
Masons were present in large 
numbers to assist in the ser- 
vices. Representatives of the 
Queen's York Rangers and the 
110 Auxiliary Squadron, both 
county units, and the provincial 
and county police were present. 

Representatives of Newmar- 
ket's service clubs attended in a 
body. 

Prior to the funeral, the last 
remains rested at the chapel of 
Roadhouse and Rose where 
hundreds came to pay their last 
respects. * The chapel was 
swamped in flowers, visible evi- 
dence of the , high esteem in 
which he was held. 

Mr. Spillette had been a mem- 
ber of council for 12 years, the 
last six of them as deputy- 
reeve. In 1850/ he was appoint- 
ed a commissioner in' York 
County. During the years as

As, County Home commis- 
sioner, he started into motion 
plans for improving and enlarg- 
ing the Home at Eagle St. and 

Yonge, plans which were post-i 
poned pending me settlement of 
amalgamation issues.

hold that office. 

Mr. Spillette started as a busi- 
nessman in Newmarket 28 years 
ago> -At his death, he had en- 
larged his business many times. 
His son Jack will carry on the 
business. 

Mr. Spillette was a 32nd de- 
gree mason, a past worshipful 
master of the Tuscan Lodge, 
Newmarket. He v/as a member 
of the Rameses Temple, Toronto. 
Present for the funeral were 
many Masons from the district, 
including past Grand Lodge of- 
ficers.

JUNE 27, 1902 

Toronto spent a quiet Satur- 
day without the street cars, as 
the men went on strike at 
noon. Sunday, however, saw 
riots breaking out all over the 
city. The whole police force 
was on duty and 1400 men of 
the militia were called out for 
strike duty. 

Any attempts to move cars 
out of the barns was attended 
by scenes of great disorder and 
violence. Stones, sticks, 
bricks, eggs and stale vege- 
tables were the weapons 
adopted by strikers and their 
sympathizers. 

The strike lasted but two 
days, the agreement between 
the committee of employers 
and the company being signed 
on Monday afternoon. The 
men received the rate of pay 
they asked which was 18 cents 
per hour the first year and 20 
cents per hour after that. The 
previous rate of pay was 17c 
per hour for the first year with 
lc per hour increase for each 
year of service up to five years. 

The whole Empire has been 
greatly shocked by the sudden 
attack of appendicitis which 
His Majesty King Edward VII 
suffered this week. The coron- 
ation was to have taken place 
yesterday but had to be post- 
poned indefinitely due to the 
king's illness. Sir Wilfred 
Laurier cabled the message 
from England to Ottawa.

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THE LATE J. L SPJLLETTE 
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The sudden passing- of Mr. J. L, Spillette came as 
a shock to the community. He was an energetic man, 
in business and in the service of Newmarket and York 

County. AH who knew him forecast fresh successes 
for him in both endeavors. Death came at a time when 
he was at the peak of his municipal career. There is 
a certain appropriateness in the fact that he died while 
carrying on the functions of his office; but there is 
tragedy in his death with so much still ahead of him. 

Mr. Spillette served Newmarket earnestly and sin- 
cerely for six years as councillor and a further six 
years as deputy-reeve. In that time, he was an active 
participant in all the major developments which have 
contributed so much to Newmarket.. He was a keen 
supporter of sports, a member of many service groups. 
He was the second deputy-reeve in the county's history 
to be warden. As commissioner for the York County 
Home for the Aged, in 1949, he devoted much time and 
effort to the improvement of facilities there. More 
recently, he has been concerned with the public park 
opened by the county on Lake Sirncoe. 

"For years, he poured out his energy for the good 
of his town and the countryside." These were the words 
of Rev. Henry Cotton during the service. They are a 
fitting tribute, testified to by the numbers who bade 
a last farewell on Monday. We join with all who knew 
him in respect for the dead, and sympathy for his 
family.

Yet, Of) (natter how elaborate our civilization, how far- 
reaching our attainments, they are nothing unices 
founded on a n;sj«;et for individual life and 'dignity. 

To equates the reseue of ducklings with a hope for 
the future is, perhaps, stretching Ihe point. Hut wo 
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remember how during 1 the war London firemen had to 
be restrained from entering- burning buildings at the 
height of the blitz to rescue cats. These expressions of 
simple decency, regardless of cost, are expressions of a 
spirit still alive and responsive to nourishment.

But now we have 
a conservation commission and in time, we could expect 
the practice of considering the stream as an auxiliary 
to a sewage dlisposal system will be discontinued. 

In the meantime, what is to prevent the town 
from embarking on a "clean up" program around the 
banks of Fairey Lake. It would take time but if the 
work were started now, there would be an added incen- 
tive to complete the job and give Newmarket the beauty

Canada is 85 years old, come July 
first, and in these times when Domin- 
ion Day marks the greatest sports 
program, in point of variety, of the 
entire year in Canada, you might be 
inclined to think back, and wonder just 'what sport 
there teas to intrigue the folks 85 years ago. In this 
and succeeding articles, we'll try to give you a sketchy 
idea. * 

Perhaps you figure there wasn*t much sport at all when 
Canada was a new-born infant In 1857. Certainly there was 
no automobile races, no bicycle races, no organhed baseball, 
no hockey, no football as we know it now. 

But don't worry too much about the folks of 186*7. Sport 
there was. Sport there almost always has been. Not, of 
course, in the organized form of today, not in the great 
mass participation, or the tremendous following. Bat sport 
there was, Indeed. 85 years ago, and quite a good deal of it, 
too. There was foot-racing, track sports, harness racing, 
horse racing, lacrosse, curling:, golf, cricket, skating, snow- 
shoeing, and, believe it or not, there was even world cham- 
pionship boxing. 

There was horse racing, but, of course, with no pari- 
mutuel betting. America's oldest continually-run horse race, 
most colorful of its kind in these Dominions, was then three 
years old. That, is the Queen's Plate, raced at the Toronto 
Woodbine track last May 24, a race that in eight years' 
time will be 100 years old. The early records of this color- 
ful classic are lost in antiquity. But, for the purpose it's 
enough to state as an established fact that there was organized 
horse racing in Canada, long before Confederation. 

For the Quebec Queen's Plate, which had its beginnings 
in the reign of King William IV, was old when Confedera- 
tion was new. It has endured through the reign of seven 
British sovereigns, kings and queens, from its foundation in 
1836, and is now 116 years old. The Quebec King's Plate 
was first run at Three Rivers 31 years before Confederation, 
in 1836, staged by British soldiers, so the rather skimpy 
history of the race relates, and run probably on an informal 
track laid out through the grassy fields in the British fashion. 
Since then, it was raced at Quebec, Ste Hyacinthe, Sherbrooke, 
before becoming a permanent Montreal racing fixture. 

There was lacrosse, of course, and if we were putting 
these sports in their consecutive order of birth, we would 
put lacrosse, or dip farther back, and put baggataway first. 
But this will keep, because everybody knows there was la- 
crosse back through the centuries in Canada. 

But we think it might be more interesting to touch upon 
those sports which, perhaps, you didn't know existed when 
the provinces joined up. Cricket, for instance, an ancient 
and honorable sport. Cricket in Canada dates far back. 
The first international cricket match in American history 
was played between Canada and the United States at Mon- 
treal in 1845. 

A British professional team was guaranteed $3,750 to 
come to Canada In 1859, another visit was made in 1868. 
Cricket Is stilt played beneath the elms of many a college 
campus In Canada today. But back in the days of Confedera- 
tion, and before, it was one of the principal sports.

YONGE ST. HIGHWAY

The portion of Yonge street controlled by the 
municipality of Aurora extends south from Billings' 
Well north to St. Andrew's college. Even so the pro- 
vincial department of highways has been taking care 
of sections extending from St. Andrew's college to 
Mark street and from Billings* Well to a point adjacent 
to the property occupied by the Shell company. 

For years past the subject of the highway has 
provided council with a perennial but abortive topic 
of discussion. There has been talk but no action. 
There has been dawdling but no decision. Now, a deci- 
sion will be nyule on whether or not the highway is to be 
turned over to the province. The decision will be made 
by council. 

In some parts the highway is in a very serious 
condition, especially the portion extending from Cather- 
ine to Maple streets. At both points notices have 
appeared for many weeks warning "CAUTION BRO- 
KEN ROAD". Some spots suggest small craters that 
have undergone hasty repairs. 

Councillor Jim Murray deserves commendation for 
the prompt action he took in propelling matters towards 
a decision by council. 



WHAT WE HEAR
